An Act to amend sectivn 9 of chapter 97 of the Revised Statutes, entitled of
Grand and Petit Jurors.

The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows : i _

Seorion 1. Section 9 of chapter 97 of the revised statntes
is hereby amended so that the last clause of said section
shall read as follows: ¢ And the persons so drawn as petit
jurors to appear before the said court at or before the hour
of 11 o’clock, A. M., on the first day of the term thereof,
to serve as petit jurors.

Sxo. 2. This act shall be in force and take effect from
and after its paseage and publication.
